Liberty  of  Speech  in   Ireland. 

One  of  the  most  bitter  complaints  of 
the  Nationalists  against  the  British 
Government,  no  matter  which  party  may 
be  in  power,  is  that  they  are  tyrannical!) 
deprived  of  the  right  of  free  speech,  on 
which  they  must  mainly  rely  to<  make 
known  their  alleged  grievances.  The 
right  of  holding  public  meetings  to 
demand  the  redress  of  those  grievances  is, 
they  further  complain,  seriously  crippled 
by  the  action  of  the  Government,  proposed 
meetings  being  frequently  suppressed, 
while  it  is  by  no  means  an  uncommon 
occurrence  to  find  a  meeting  in  the  midst 
of  its  proceedings  forcibly  broken  up  bv 
the  constabulary,  or  even  the  military. 
We  can  quite  understand  how  easily  a 
foreigner,  or  even  Englishmen,  hear- 
ing these  complaints,  and  knowing 
nothing  of  what  can  be  said  on 
the  other  side,  may  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  Ireland  is  governed  in  a  most 
despotic  and  brutal  manner,  and  that 


although  England  glories  in  freedom  of 
speech  and  freedom  of  public  meeting  in 
Great  Britain,  she  is  quite  unwilling  to 
grant  these  blessings  to  the  Sister  Isle. 

There  never  was  a  grosser  misrepresen- 
tation than  this.  The  real  facts  of  the 
case,  when  known,  lead  to  an  opposite 
conclusion.  There  is  as  much  liberty  of 
speech  and  of  public  meeting  in  Ireland 
as  in  either  England  or  Scotland.  Even 
in  Great  Britain  there  are  many  limita- 
tions placed  on  free  speech  and  public 
meetings.  Mr.  James  Paterson,  in  his 
legal  work  on  The  Liberty  of  the  Press, 
Speech  and  Public  Worship,  states  that  in 
Great  Britain,  "  If  any  assembly  what- 
ever becomes  riotous  or  unlawful  in  the. 
sense  of  pursuing  some  unlawful  conduct 
and  causing  terror  to  bystanders,  there  is 
a  mode  of  putting  a  summary  termination 
to  it,"  and  he  proves  conclusively  that 
those  who*  utter  sedition  at  a  public  meet- 
ing may  be  punished.  These  are  limita- 
tions to  free  speech,  but  they  are  no*  more 
stringent  in  Ireland  than  in  Great 
Britain.  In  Ireland  Nationalists  have  full 
liberty  to  hold  as  many  public  meetings  as 
they  choose,  and  at  those  meetings  there 
is  nothing  to  prevent  them  fully  dis- 
cussing their  grievances,  or  criticising  the 
conduct  of  His  Majesty's  Government  or 
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of  public  officials.  In  this  respect  they 
have  quite  as  much — some  persons  think 
even  more — freedom  of  action  than  is 
possessed  by  their  fellow  subjects  in  Eng- 
land, Wales  and  Scotland.  And  there  is 
no  one  who  wishes  to  deprive  them 
of  their  privileges  in  this  respect.  But 
this  is  not  enough  to  satisfy  the  wishes 
and  demands  of  Nationalists  of  the 
United  Irish  League  type.  What  they 
want  is  not  liberty,  but  license.  They 
claim  the  right  to  hold  public  meetings 
for  the  purpose  of  intimidation,  and  the 
right  of  free  speech  to  preach  disloyalty 
and  praise  rebellions  against  British  Rule 
in  Ireland.  And,  therefore,  when  the 
Government  send  the  constabulary  or 
military  to  forcibly  disperse  meet- 
ings avowedly  held  for  the  purpose 
of  terrorising  respectable  and  law- 
abiding1  people  from  the  exercise  of 
their  just  rights,  and  afterwards  prose- 
cute men  who  organise  such  gatherings, 
or  utter  at  them  inflammatory  or  disloyal 
speeches,  at  once  the  Nationalist  mem- 
bers of  Parliament  raise  a  whining  cry  r>f 
tyranny,  and  denounce  the  brutal  British 
Government  for  interfering  with  their 
freedom  of  action !  Of  course,  these 
members  know  very  well  that  such  a  cry 
is  but  canting  and  hypocritical  nonsense ; 


but  they  know  also  that  it  is  a  cry  whic!i 
will  influence  the  ill-informed  British 
public.  The  real  fact  is  that  the 
Nationalists  have  already  too  much  free- 
dom to  preach  defiance  to  law  and  order, 
and  to  incite  to  crime  and  disloyalty  their 
deluded  and  ignorant  followers.  Govern- 
ment could  not  long  exist  where  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Nationalists  are  allowed  to 
develop  unhindered. 

To  grant  to<  the  Nationalists  that 
amount  of  freedom  of  speech  and  public 
meetingf  which  they  demand  would  be  to 
deprive  of  both  these  blessing's  the  law- 
abiding,  loyal,  and  most  respectable  sec- 
tion of  the  community.  And,  after  all, 
what  many  of  the  Branches  of  the 
United  Irish  League  really  want  is  not 
so  much  freedom  unfettered  by  law, 
as  liberty  to  act  the  tyrant  and 
the  bully  over  their  opponents,  whom 
they  wish  to  crush.  They  want 
liberty  to«  visit  lonely  farmhouses  at  mid- 
night, when  the  farmer  with  his  wife  and 
family  are  asleep,  wake  them  up  and  ter- 
rify them  by  firingf  shots  through  win- 
dows and  doorways,  sometimes  wounding 
the  inmates  seriously.  Liberty  to  call  to^ 
gether  a  meeting  of  a  thousand  people  or 
more  in  some  lonely  locality,  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  terrorising  some  poor  man 
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into  giving"  up  his  farm,  because  some 
local  League  land  "  grabber "  selfishly 
wishes  to  deprive  him  of  it,  in  order  that 
he  may  possess  it  himself.  Liberty  for 
the  law  of  the  Land  League  to1  destroy 
the  law  of  the  land,  and  U>  reign  in  its 
stead.  Liberty  to  boycott  innocent  and 
defenceless  women  and  little  children  as 
well  as  men,  treat  them  as  outcasts  and 
lepers  of  society,  so*  that  no  man  shall 
speak  to1  them  or  work  for  them ; 
compel  them,  it  may  be,  to  travel  to  the 
nearest  town  for  food  and  the  common 
necessaries  of  life,  and  when  they 
are  returning  from  town  with  food 
for  the  family  to*  meet  them  in 
crowds,  and,  as  was  done  in  a 
recent  case,  hoot,  jeer,  and  blow  horns 
at  the  women  as  well  as  the  men — in 
short,  make  their  lives  a  hell  upon  earth. 
When  a  boycotted  man  named  Thomas 
Rolstoin^came  before  the  Dromore  West 
Branch  of  this  United  Irish  League,  on 
August  5th,  1906,  he  promised  not  to  go 
against  the  rules  of  the  League  any  more, 
because,  said  the  poor  man — and  what 
a  world  of  suffering  is  expressed  in  his 
words — "  He  mig;ht  as  well  be 
dead  as  under  the  censure  of 
public  opinion  any  longer." 
Liberty  also*  they  desire  to  wreak 
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their      hatred      and      revenge      on      the 
innocent      cattle      of      their      opponents, 
cut      off     the      tails      of      their      horses, 
make  g-ashes  into  the  quivering-  flesh  of 
helpless  sheep,  and  then  leave  the  unfor- 
tunate   animals    to    slowly    die    in    their 
agony.      These   are  no   rare  occurrences, 
but     weekly     events     in    some    part    o-r 
other    of    Ireland.       Loyalists    and    Pro- 
testants   feel    this   state   of   things   most 
acutely,   and  so  do*  the  poor  defenceless 
victims  of  agrarian  outrages.     They  cry 
aloud  to  the  British  Government  for  pro- 
tection, and,  in  only  too  many  cases,  they 
cry  in  vain.       Constant  and  unremitting 
pressure     must     be     brought    upon     the 
Government  to  do  its  duty,  and  to  pre- 
vent it  from  conferring  political  and  other 
favours    on    disloyal    men    who,    if    they 
chose,    could   at  once   put  a   stop   to  the 
agrarian  evils  which  exist. 


Publishing  BlacK  Lists. 

Some  of  the  Nationalist  papers  are 
publishing  the  names  of  men  who  have 
incurred  the  displeasure  of  the  United 
Irish  League.  This  is  a  practice  which 
ought  not  to  be  tolerated  by  any  Govern- 
ment. To  hold  men  up  like  this  to  the 
scorn,  hatred,  and  revenge  of  their  op- 
ponents is  to  make  life  for  them  well- 
nigh  unbearable.  The  Government  can- 
not plead  in  a  case  of  this  kind  that  legal 
evidence  is  not  obtainable,  and  therefore 
there  is  no  excuse  for  it  if  it  neglects  its 
obvious  duty.  We  notice  first  of 
all  a  resolution  passed  by  a  Con- 
ference of  Branches  of  the  United  Irish 
League,  held  at  Dromore  West,  on  July 
1 5th.  The  Conference  considered  the 
rase  of  a  man  named  Cuffe,  who<  Had 
committed  the  awful  offence  of  honestly 
renting  some  land  which  the  local 
Leaguers  wished  to  "grab"  for  them- 
selves. So<  they  passed  this  resolution, 
which  is  published  in  full — and,  as  we  be- 
lieve, unlawfully — in  the  Sit  go  Champion 
(N.),  of  July  2ist,  1906:  — 

"  That  we  reaffirm  the  resolution  that 
was  passed  at  the  great  public  meeting 
in  Dromore  West ;  we,  in  conference 
assembled,  condemn  in  the  strongest 
possible  manner  the  action  of  Mr.  J. 
L.  Cuffe,  of  Aclare,  in  coming  to  Cam- 
cuil  and  taking  land  which  the  Act  of 
1903  intended  to  be  split  up  amongst 
the  tenants  of  uneconomical  holdings 
and  small  holdings  on  the  estate  ;  and 
we  desire  to  bring-  under  the 


notice  of  the  people  of  Tire- 
ragh  the  following-  names  of 
persons  who  have  supported 
or  are  supporting-  Cuffe: j. 

Keane,  M.  Gordon,  J.  Gordon,  P.  Gor- 
don, W.  Meredith,  E.  Garden,  M. 
Monds  (those  work  for  Cuffe,  and  are 
immediately  connected  with  him),  T. 
Rolston,  M.  Kenny,  P.  Scott  (those 
took  turf  banks  belonging- to  others)," 

The  chairman  of  the  meeting  at  which 
the  above  resolution  was  carried  was  a 
Mr.  W.  A.  Mitchell,  District  Councillor, 
and  chairman  of  the  Skreen  and  Dromard 
Branch  of  the  United  Irish  League.  He 
called  special  attention  to  the  action  of 
Cuffe,  and,  in  violent  language,  urged 
that  he  should  be  boycotted.  He  said  :  — 

"They  would  make  Cuffe  sorry 
for  the  day  he  entered  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Dromore  West.  If  he 

(Cuffe)  took  the  chairman's  advice  he 
would  go  back  to  the  place  from  whence 
he  came.  But  he  was  sorry  to  know 
there  were  men  in  Dromore  West  up- 
holding him  (groans),  Cuffe  had 
some  adherents,  and  they  were 
there  to  take  notice  of  the  action 
of  these  men.  They  were  there 
to  boycott  them  (applause),  and 
any  man  who  bought  eggs  from 
an  objectionable  would  be 
treated  with  a  very  effective 
medicine  about  which  they  all 
knew  (hear,  hear).  That  was  the 
most  effective  weapon  in  the 
world— the  forty-foot  pole  medi- 
cine (hear,  hear).  They  would 
send  this  man  back  to  the  land 
from  whence  he  came,  the  land 
of  Perdue,  or,  rather,  he  would 
say  the  land  of  perdition  (loud 
applause)."  —  Sligo  Champion  (N.), 
July  2ist,  1906. 
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When  the  Arigna  Branch  of  the  United 
Irish  League  met  on  July  i5th,  Mr.  J. 
Keaveney,  J.P.,  presided.  In  the  report 
of  the  proceedings  supplied  by  the.  Secre- 
tary of  the  Branch,  it  is  stated  that:  — 

"  All  committee  men  are  requested  to 
forward  a  list  of  subscribers  in  their 
respective  townlands  at  next  meeting  on 
29th  inst.,  in  order  to  have  them  pub- 
lished in  the  next  week's  issue  of  the 
Sligo  Champion.  Those  who  have 
not  yet  become  members  should 
do  so  at  once,  if  they  do  not  wish 
to  have  their  names  on  the  Black 
List  as  the  enemies  of  the 
National  Organisation  and  the 
supporters  of  the  landlord,  the 
grazier,  and  the  grabber."— Sligo 
Champion  (N.),  July  2ist,  1906. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Grange  Branch 
of  the  United  Irish  League  writes  to  the 
Sligo  Champion,  of  July  2ist,  that  at  its 
meeting  on  July  i5th:  — 

"A  large  amount  of  membership 
cards  were  taken  out.  We  hope  that 
any  person  not  having  paid  their  sub- 
scriptions will  do  so  immediately,  and 
not  allow  their  names  to  go 
on  the  Black  List." 


The  Ballyrush  Branch  of  the  United 
Irish  League  threatened,  at  its  meeting 
on  July  isth,  to  place  certain  "objec- 
tionable "  persons  on  its  Black  List.  The 
report,  in  the  Sligo  Champion  of  July  2ist, 
states  that:  — 

"  Patrick  Flynn,  Sheerevagh,  was 
present,  and  promised  to  be  a  sup- 
porter of  the  League,  and  not  to  asso- 
ciate with  grabbers  in  future.  Some 
members  of  the  committee  here  re- 


marked  that  Messrs.  Michael  Sheeran, 
Pat  Taheny,  and  Pat  Brennan,  the 
D.C.,are  outside  yet,  but  the  machinery 
of  the  League  is  in  good  working-  order. 
It  was  again  decided  to  tell  those  fel- 
lows who  are  making-  themselves  con- 
spicuous at  Cloghogrie  creamer}-  to 
desist  from  such  conduct  or 
we  will  give  their  names  to 
the  public,  as  well  as  supply 
them  to  the  neighbouring- 
branches." 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Cappatag-gle 
Branch  of  the  United  Irish  League  on 
July  i5th,  the  men  of  the  neighbourhood 
who  had  not  joined  the  League  received 
a  threatening1  warning-.  The  Connauglit 
Leader  (N.),  of  July  2ist,  1906,  says 
that  "  As  there  are  some  people  who  have 
not  yet  joined  the*  branch,  it  was 
decided  to  give  them  a  final 
warning  before  publishing  names 
in  the  Press." 


The  Secretaries  of  the  Hig-hwood 
Branch  of  the  United  Irish  League,  re- 
porting the  proceedings  at  its  meeting 
on  August  5th,  remark  that:  — 

"  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to  close 
the  list  of  membership  on  the  igth 
inst.,  when  the  committee  expect  that 
every  man  inside  the  confines  of  the 
Hig-hwood  half  parish  will  be  enrolled 
under  the  g-ood  old  banner  of  the 
United  Irish  League.  Lists  will  be 
published  the  following-  week  of  all 
true  Nationalists  of  Highwood,  when 
we  trust  to  be  spared  the  trouble  of 
publishing  a  Blackleg  List,  as 
Highwood  was  always  to  the  front  in 
the  National  Cause. " — Sligo  Cham- 
pion (N.),  August  nth,  1906. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Ballyrush  Branch 
of  the  United  Irish  League  writes  that, 
at  its  meeting  on  August  5th:  — 

"  It  was  remarked  that  there  are  a 
few  in  the  district  who  have  not  yet 
joined  the  League  for  the  current  year. 
\Ve  hope  they  will  do  so  before  our 
next  meeting  and  not  see  their  names 
appear  in  the  Sligo  Champion  in  the 
near  future,  as  we  intend  soon  pub- 
lishing the  names  of  those  who  sup- 
ported the  League  and  those  who  did 
not." — Sligo  Champion  (N.),  August 
nth,  1906. 


When  the  Leitrim  Branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League  met  on  August

We  tell  those 
gentlemen  from  Tawnagh  and  Em- 
lagh,  and  the  celebrated  cyclist  from 
Emlagh,  and  one  from  Ogham,  that 
the  Riverstown  Branch  will  do  its  duty 
fearlessly,  and  if  the  offence  be 
repeated  names  will  be  sent 
to  the  Press."_S#£0  Champion 
(N.),  August  4th,  1906. 
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Here  is  an  extract  from  a  report  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Keash  Branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League  on  July  22nd,  the 
Rev.  D.  O'Grady,  P.P.,  presiding:- 

"The  case  adjourned  from  last  meet- 
ing was  brought  up,  and  was  con- 
demned as  an  act  violating  the  rules 
and  principles  of  the  League.  The 
offender,  who  has  lately  returned  from 
America,  where  he  had  spent  a  number 
of  years,  pleaded  that  he  was  not  aware 
in  doing  what  he  did  that  he  was 
breaking  the  rules  of  the  League,  and 
began  to  question  the  committee,  in  a 
rather  impertinent  manner,  with  regard 
to  the  duty  of  the  League.  The  com- 
mittee soon  told  him  that  his  action 
stood  condemned,  and  that  his 
name  would  be  given  to  the 
public  Press  after  the  next 
meeting-.  "—Sligo  Champion  (N.), 
July  28th,  1906. 


fippointments  of   Irish  /Magis- 
trates. 

Mr.  Lindsey  Talbot-Crosbie,  Deputy 
Lieutenant  for  the  County  of  Kerry,  is 
a  gentleman  who  wishes  "  an  Irish  Par- 
liament created  with  an  executive  re- 
sponsible to  it."  So  he  states  in  a  letter 
to  the  Cork  Constitution  of  August  i3th, 
1906.  But  he  is  seriously  alarmed  at  the 
conduct  of  the  Government  in  selecting 
Irish  Magistrates,  and  in  this  same  letter 
he  refers  to  this  matter  in  vigorous 
terms.  He  writes:  — 

"  The  Chief  Secretary,  replying  the 
other  day  to>  a  question  upon  the  com- 
position of  the  Viceregal  Railway 
Commission,  declared  that  it  was  un- 
necessary to  consider  whether  a  man 
was  a  Catholic  or  a  Protestant ;  but, 
in  replying  to  a  question  as  to  the 
magistrates  of  Ireland,  he  said  that 
there  was  a  large  disproportion  be- 
tween the  numbers  of  Catholics  and 
Protestants,  and  that  attempts  were 
being  now  made  to  redress  the  balance. 
*  The  chief  qualification  for  the 
Commission  of  the  Peace  will,  there- 
fore, be,  under  the  present  Govern- 
ment, that  a  man  be  a  Catholic,  thus 
practically  bringing  in  a  reli- 
gious test  in  reference  to  a 
body  which  has  hitherto  been 
free  from  any  such  unfortu- 
nate distinction.  If  the  present 
administration,  which  is  to  lead  up  to 
"the  larger  policy,"  begins  by  pro- 
moting the  division  of  the  country  in- 
to hostile  religious  camps,  there  will 
not  be  much  prospect  of  a  peaceful 
result. 

"The  explanation  of  the  preponder- 
ance of  Protestant  magistrates  is,  not 
that  they  were  appointed  for  their  Pro- 
testantism, but  that  the  qualifications 
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considered  necessary  for  the  position 
were  most  largely  found  among-  Pro- 
testants. 

"  In  this  county  we  have  had  Catholic 
Lieutenants  for  the  last  forty  years,  so 
that  if  they  had  been  influenced  by  the 
religious  question  their  recommenda- 
tions would  naturally  have  leant  to  that 
side,  instead  of  which  the  men  con- 
sidered most  suitable  for  the  position 
have  been  selected,  with  results  that 
are,  I  believe,  perfectly  satisfactory 
to  the  community.  I  freely  admit  that, 
with  the  advance1  of  education  and  with 
the  improved  status  given  to  the  tenant 
class  through  the  operations  of  the 
Land  Acts,  there  is  now  room  for  an 
enlargement  of  the  sphere  of  selection, 
and  I  would  strongly  advocate  its 
being  exercised ;  the  practical  effect 
would  no  doubt  be  the  same,  but  the 
introduction  of  the  religious  test  would 
be  avoided.  The  creation  of  a  religious 
division  is  an  implication  that  Protes- 
tant magistrates  are  not  to  be  trusted 
in  cases  where  Catholics  are  concerned, 
and  vice  versa  ;  but  it  cannot  be 
limited  to  the  magisterial  Bench  ;  the 
logical  consequence  would  be 
that  all  accused  persons 
should  have  a  rig-ht  to  demand 
trial  by  a  jud&e  and  jury  of 
their  own  faith. 

:<  The  pity  of  it  is  that  it  is  all  so 
unnecessary.  I  do  not  believe  that  the 
religious  composition  of  the  Bench  is 
ever  taken  into  consideration  by  par- 
ties concerned,  and  I  entirely  deny 
Colonel  Saunderson's  proposition.  We 
have  never  had  a  religious  division, 
and  do  not  now  want  one  forced  upon

bisloyal  Leaflets. 

The  Committee  of  the  New  Ross  Agri- 
cultural Society  recently  engaged  a  mili- 
tary band  to<  play  at  its  annual  Show. 
This  gave  great  offence  to>  the  local 
Nationalists,  who  hate  anything  British, 
be  it  military  or  civilian,  like  poison. 
They  therefore  issued  a  disloyal  leaflet  in 
New  Ross  and  its  neighbourhood,  calcu- 
lated to>  stir  up  hatred  and  bad  blood 
amongst  the  people.  This  leaflet  com- 
menced in  the  following  ironical 
manner:  — 

"  Wexfordmen,  sons  of  the  men  of 
'98,  come  in  your  thousands  next 
Thursday  to  the  c Cattle  Show  to  hear 
'  God  Save  the  King, '  played  by  a 
Band  of  real  live  Soldiers.  What 
harm  if  the  same  army  burned  and 
pillaged  your  homes  and  churches, 
hunted  down  your  priests,  tortured 
and  murdered  your  forefathers. 

"  You  must  be  '  respectable  '  now, 
and  forgive  all  those  ugly  things. 
Come  and  listen  to  the  Tommy  Atkins 
Band  that  is  being  brought  here  to  the 
tune  of  ^"40,  subscribed  by  the  farmers 
of  Kilkenny,  Wexford,  and  Carlow 
to  elevate  their  taste  for  music." 

Sinn  Fein,  of  July  2ist,  1906,  which 
reprints  this  disloyal  leaflet  in  its  entirety, 
is  very  angy  because  the  local  constabu- 
lary are  trying  to  discover  its  author, 
with  a  view  to  a  prosecution. 


How  Farmers  ar^  Intimidated. 


The  scene  described  below  is,  unfor- 
tunately, by  no  means  uncommon  in  the 
West  of  Ireland.  It  seems  to  us  that 
the  police  should  disperse  at  once  a 
gathering  like  this,  in  which  a  cowardly 
crowd  of  Nationalist  bullies  assembled 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  frightening  a 
few  farmers  into  giving  up  their  land. 
Over  one  hundred  police  appear  to  have 
been  actually  present  while  the  intimida- 
ting proceedings  were  going  on,  and  yet 
did  nothing  to  prevent  the  procession 
taking  place  !  Our  report  is  taken  from 
the  Sit  go  Champion  (N.),  of  July  28th, 
1906 :  — 

"The  men  of  New  Bridge,  Killar- 
gue,  Drumkeeran,  and  Creevelea  as- 
sembled in  their  thousands  last  Sun- 
day and  marched  around  the  grabbed 
farms  of  Greaghnaglough  and  Lisna- 
gowan.  Close  on  one  hundred  police 
were  encamped  convenient  to  the  lands. 
The  sterling-  Nationalists,  with  their 
bands,  marched  round  the  farms,  with 
steady  step,  to  the  lively  tunes  of  the 
'Grabbers'  Lament,'  'The  Rogues' 
March,'  etc.  After  a  formal  march 
past  an  important  meeting  was  held 
at  Creevelea.  Addresses  were  delivered 
by  Messrs.  L.  M'Gowan,  Killargue ; 
O'Rorke,  Drumkeeran,  and  others. 
A  periodic  visit  shall  be  paid 
to  this  diseased  spot  until  the 
withering  blight  of  the  grabber  dis- 
appears. Special  thanks  are  due  to 
the  New  Bridge  men  and  the  United 
Irish  League,  also  the  sterling  National- 
ists of  Killargue,  Drumkeeran,  and 
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renowned  Creevelea.  Special  praise 
is  due  to  Mr.  Wm.  M'Padden,  C.C., 
and  Mr.  Peter  Dolan,  President  of  the 
New  Bridge  Branch.  Subsequently  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Creevelea 
Branch  of  the  United  Irish  League 
was  held,  Mr.  John  Gallagher,  D.C., 
presiding.  After  congratulating  those 
who  took  part  in  the  day's  proceedings, 
the  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously adopted :  '  That  once  again  we 
renew  our  pledge  to  the,  cause  of  Ire- 
land and  the  Irish  Party,  and  that  no 
coercion  nor  the  baton  of  a  policeman 
will  endear  the  grabber  or  his  sup- 
porters to  the  members  of  this  branch, 
and  that  we  sincerely  thank  the  men 
of  New  Bridge,  Drumkeerin,  Killar- 
gue,  and  Creevelea,  who,  with  their 
bands,  have  shown  a  solid  front  to 
the  grabber  and  his  abettors.' — T. 
M'Morrow,  secretary." 


The  Qualifications  of  a  Re- 
lieving Officer. 


The  biggest  "grabbers  "  in  Ireland  are 
the  Nationalists,  who  wish  to  grab  every- 
thing worth  money  for  themselves,  and 
leave  but  little  or  nothing,  at  the  disposal 
of  public  bodies,  for  loyal  Irishmen  to 
enjoy.  Any  ordinary  person  with  com- 
mon- sense  would  suppose  that  a  man 
could  undertake  the  humble  task  of  Re- 
lieving Officer  to  a  Workhouse,  and  do 
the  work  well,  even  though  he  were  a 
Loyalist.  This,  however,  is  not  the 
opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  Cork 
Board  of  Guardians,  who*  seem  to  think 
defiance  of  British  law,  and  membership 
of  the  United  Irish  League,  the  chief 
qualification  for  this  post.  This  Board 
met  on  July  19th,  1906,  and  amongst  the 
business  which  it  had  to  transact  was  the 
election  of  a  Relieving  Officer. 

The  Chairman  proposed  Eugene 
M'Carthy,  who  for  the  past  four  or  five 
months  was  doing  the  duty,  and  the 
Board  unanimously  gave  him  (the  chair- 
man) power  to  appoint  him  formally. 
They  could  not  elect  a  better  man  to 
the  position. 

Mr.  Ml.  M'Carthy,  Queenstown,  pro- 
posed Timothy  Kidney.  When  people 
ran  away  from  the  National  organisation 
for  fear  of  coercion,  Kidney  stuck  to  his 
guns.  When  a  landgrabber  and 
an  emergency  man  entered  his 
shop,  where  there  was  bread,  butter, 
coffee,  cocoa,  porter  and  whisky,  and 
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everything  else  for  sale,  he  refused  to 
supply  them,  caught  them  by 
the  shoulder,  and  kicked  them 
out.  How  many  others  would  do 
that? 

Alderman  Murphy  said  he  was  proud 
to  propose  Mr.  Murphy  because  of  the 
fact  he  was  a  leading  figure  in  one  of 
the  most  thrilling  episodes  in  the  history 
of  the  land  war.  He  and  his  friends 
fought  as  well  in  defence  of  his  home 
as  any  recorded  in  the  land  agitation, 
and  for  which  he  had  the  honour 
of  doing  a  lengthened  period  of 
imprisonment,  and  enjoyed  the 
hospitality  of  his  Majesty  the 
King.  He  refused  to  believe  this 
Board  of  Nationalists  and  farm- 
ers would  reject  him,  when  they 
considered  that  they  received 
him  with  open  arms  on  his  exit 
from  prison. 

There  voted  for  Murphy  38,  for 
M'Carthy  22,  and  for  Kidney  14. 
Murphy  was  accordingly  declared  elected. 
— Cork  Constitution,  July  2Oth. 
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The    Nationalists  and 
"Grievances  from   Ireland." 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  United  Irish 
League  is  made  very  uncomfortable  by 
seeing  in  our  columns  from  time  to  time 
reports  of  rows  at  Irish  meetings,  as 
illustrations  of  "  Home  Rule  as  it  Exists 
in  Ireland."  At  a  meeting  of  the  East 
Galway  Executive  of  the  United  Irish 
League  on  5th  August,  this  subject  was 
referred  to  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  T.  J. 
Manning,  who  very  rightly  remarked 
that  "Anything  that  would  be 
done  there  would  prove  whether 
they  were  competent  of  con- 
ducting- the  measure  of  Home 
Rule  they  were  insisting-  on  get- 
ting1." He  then  went  on  to  urge  his 
hearers  to  " avoid  anything  like  scenes" 
at  their  meetings,  because  it  was  very 
well  known  that  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRE- 
LAND was  ready  to  report  their  proceed- 
ings ;  it  was  therefore  necessary  to  carry 
on  their  deliberations  "with  the  greatest 
calmness."  But  perhaps  it  may  be  well 
to  quote  Mr.  Manning's  actual  words,  as 
reported  in  the  Connaught  Leader  (N.),  of 
August  nth,  1906.  He  said:  — 

"  He  would  remind  the  delegates 
that  nothing  had  done  so  much  injury 
to  the  cause  of  Irish  freedom  and  pro- 
gress in  all  stages  as  dissension  and 
disunion.  Everyone  there  should  re- 
member that  any  matter  which  came 
up  should  be  discussed  calmly  and  in 
a  businesslike  manner,  and  he  would 


ask  the  Convention  to  support  him  in 
stopping  anything-  like  scenes.  No 
matter  where  a  man  came  from,  he 
would  get  full  justice  and  fair  play. 
If  they  had  to  go  into  the  Petty  Ses- 
sions Court,  which  they  looked  upon 
as  representing  the  power  of  England, 
they  took  very  good  care  to  conduct 
and  deport  themselves  in  a  proper 
manner.  This  was  their  own 
Court,  and  in  a  manner  it  was 
the  only  Parliament  they  had, 
and  in  carrying  on  their  deliberations, 
no  matter  what  one's  feelings  were, 
he  would  impress  on  them  the  absolute 
necessity  of  doing  so  calmly.  Any- 
thing: that  would  be  done 
there  would  prove  whether 
they  were  competent  of 
conducting-  the  measures  of 
Home  Rule  they  were  in- 
sisting- on  getting.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  he  supposed  that  it 
was  an  open  secret  that  the  scanda- 
lous publication  for  the  vilification  of 
everything  Irish,  and  especially  the 
United  Irish  League — he  referred  to 
the  paper  promoted  by  that  distin- 
guished literary  light,  Lord  Ashtown 
— was  open  for  the  publication  of  every 
little  scene  which  was  published,  as  an 
instance  of  their  tyranny  to  those  op- 
posed to  them,  and  their  intolerance 
to  each  other.  As  far  as  he  was  con- 
cerned he  was  certainly  dispassionate, 
and  he  once  again  impressed  on  them 
the  necessity  of  carrying  out  their  de- 
liberations with  the  greatest  calm- 


The  Cork  Examiner  (N.),  in  its  issue 
for  August  gth,  devotes  a  portion  of  its 
space  to  a  criticism  of  the  August  number 
of  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND.  It  states 
that  it  fails  to  see  that  "  there  is  anything 
anti-Protestant  or,  indeed,  sectarian  at 
all  in  the  Irish  movement,"  to  which  it 
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may  be  sufficient  to  reply  that  our  back 
numbers  have  again  and  again  proved 
that  the  interests  of  Protestants  are  very 
seriously  affected  by  the  Nationalist  move- 
ment. Irish  Protestants  know  this  al- 
ready, and  to  their  cost,  but  the  residents 
in  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies  are  by 
no  means  adequately  acquainted  with 
what  is  going  on  in  Ireland  to  the  injury 
of  religious  as  well  as  civil  liberty.

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United  Irish  League  Courts. 

The  United   Irish  League  continues  to 
usurp     the     authority    of    his     Majesty's 
Courts    of    Law.     To  the  League   rather 
than  to  the  Courts   of  Law   is   only   too 
frequently    left  the   decision   as  to  which 
of   two  contending   parties    is    entitled  to 
the  possession  of  a  farm.    The  local  branch 
of  the  League  meets  as  a  Court  of  Law, 
whose  decision  must  be  held  as  final.      In 
this  capacity  the  Ballinasloe  Branch  met 
on  July  29th,    1906,   when,  says  the  Con- 
naught  Champion  (N.),  of  August  4th:  — 
The  chairman  asked  Mrs.  Evers  had 
she  any  statement    to    make,   and   she 
made   one    about    the    Attycorra  farm. 
She  said  it  was  her  father's  farm,  from 
which     her    brother     Pat     Brady    was 
evicted,  after  which  he  sold  his  interest 
to  Mick  Flynn  for  £2$.     Mick   Flynn 
stated  he  had  lost  £112  by  the  farm. 

Mr.  Boland  said  he  knew  Pat  Brady 
had  sold  his  interest  in  this  farm  to 
Thomas  Flynn  for  ^30  to  get  it  back 
at  the  end  of  five  years  on  refunding 
the  same  sum  to  Flynn,  and  that  Mr. 
Cogavin  and  Mr.  Kilmartin  were  wit- 
nesses to  the  agreement. 

Mrs.  Evers  said  she  had  paid  £112 
for  one  of  her  father's  farms  sooner 
than  let  it  go  to  a  stranger.  She  did  not 
interfere  with  her  brother  in  either 
farm,  though  she  had  as  much  right  to 
it  as  he  had. 

The  chairman  said  if  the  statements 
they  had  heard  were  true,  Mick  Flynn 
had  sold  the  farm  that  he  was  only  en- 
titled to  for  a  few  years.  If  that  were 
so  a  Court  of  Law  would  compel  him 
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to  give  back  to  Mrs.  Evers  the  greater 
part  of  the  money  which  was  paid  him. 
Before  the  branch  could  offer  sym- 
pathy or  advice  they  woufd  notify  all 
parties  concerned,  and  they  would  con- 
sider the  case  at  next  meeting",  that  day 
fortnight.

met  on  July  i5th  : — "The  action  of  a  young  man 
from  Ballyrush  was  condemned  for  keeping  com- 
pany with  the  Knockalassa  bobtail  at  the 
creamery.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  men  of 
Lackagh  are  keeping  an  eye  on  their  man." —

When  the  Drumkeeran  Branch  of  the  United 
Irish  League  met  on  July  i5th  : — "A  resolution 
was  passed  with  reference  to  car-owners  supplying 
cars  to  police,  when  on  objectionable  duty  in  future. 
The  police  found  some  difficulty  in  pro- 
curing cars  in  this  town  going  to  protect 
the  grabber.  Mr.  Thomas  Sweeney  was  co- 
opted  for  Mullaghbawn  and  that  district. 
There  is  an  ill-bred  bull  called  'Grabber' 
in  or  about  Greaghnaglough  and  we  advise 
farmers  to  take  notice  for  the  breed  of

At  the  meeting  of  the  Portumna  Branch  of  the 
U.I.L.  on  July  22nd  : — "  A  long  discussion  took 
place  over  parties  in  town  supplying  planters  and 
grabbers,  and  people  in  the  county  associating 
with  them,  when  it  was  unanimously  resolved : 
'  That  any  shopkeeper  supplying  goods  to,  or  any 
tradesman  working  for,  or  any  person  found  as- 
sisting such  obnoxious  persons  as  planters,  grab- 
bers, or  expelled  members  of  the  League,  be  sum- 
moned before  the  branch  for  an  explanation  of 
their  conduct.'  The  branch  established  a 
vigilance  committee  to  watch  those  parties 
when  they  come  into  town,  and  the  houses 
they  frequent.  It  is  proposed  to  put  this 
resolution  stringently  in  force."—  Connaught 
Champion  (N.),  July  28th,  1906. 
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At  the  Woodford  Branch  of  the  United  Irish 
League  meeting  on  July  29th,  the  Rev.  P.  J. 
O'Laughlin,  C.C.,  presiding  :— "It  was  resolved 
to  accept  no  one  as  member  of  the  branch 
who  helped  in  any  way  planters,  grabbers 
or  "  blocks."  The  branch  wants  no  two-faced 
gentlemen  in  future  ;  they  must  stand  with  Tener 
or  against  him." — Connaught  Leader  (N.),  August 
4th,  1906. 


A  correspondent  supplies  to  the  Times  of  August 
nth,  1906,  the  following  extract  from  a  report  of 
a  meeting  of  the  Loughrea  Branch  of  the  U.I.L., 
which  had  appeared  in  the  Connaught  Champion, 
Ireland,  writes  this  correspondent,  "  is  not  at 
present  governed  by  the  ordinary  law,  but 
by  that  of  the  United  Irish  League":— 

"  Mr.  O'Halloran  said  he  took  very  little  part  in 
the  movement  lately,  and  was  not  very  well  con- 
versant with  the  routine,  of  the  organisation 
However,  it  was  brought  under  his  notice  that 
he  was  supplying  bread  to  a  certain  person, 
who,  he  was  told,  was  looked  upon  as  an 
obnoxious  individual  by  the  organisation, 
and  he  at  once  discontinued  it, 
and  would  take  care  not  to  supply  him  in 
future,"  until  circumstances  alter  with  respect  to 
him.  (Hear,  hear.) 

"  Mr.  O'Loughlin  :  Mr.  Chairman,  at  our  last 
meeting  some  names  were  mentioned  who  are 
more  obnoxious  than  any  yet  mentioned,  and  cer- 
tain houses  in  Bride  Street  are  harbouring  them. 
I  will  not  mention  their  names  at  present.  The 
owner  of  the  house  in  question  went  through  the 
fire  before,  and  if  he  goes  through  it  the  third 
time  he  will  find  it  hard  to  get  out.  I  would  also 
like  t'o  know  where  the  sand  to  build  a  well 
known  well  was  got. 

"  The  secretary  explained  something  the  supplier 
of  the  sand  had  told  him,  but  it  would  not  be 
entertained,  and  as  this  person  was  a  member  of 
the  branch,  it  was  decided  that  his  attention 
should  be  drawn  to  the  matter. 

Mr.  O'Loughlin  introduced  the  subject  of  the 
grazing  of  a  certain  cow  on  evicted  land  ;  and  the 
owner  of  the  cow  said  he  would  have  her  re- 
moved." 


The  Dromore  West  Branch  of  the  U.I.L.  met 
on  August  5th.  The  secretaries  report  that  :  — 
c<  Thomas  Rolston  came  forward,  apparently  in  a 
most  penitential  mood,  and  pleaded  guilty  to  the 
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several  charges  brought  against  him.  He 
promised  not  to  do  anything  contrary  to  the  rules 
of  the  organisation  in  future,  and  said  '  he  might 
as  well  be  dead  as  under  the  censure  of 
public  opinion  any  longer.'  The  chairman  said 
there  were  a  series  of  charges  against  this  man, 
and  it  seemed  as  if  he  acted  in  defiance  to  the 
League.  He  knew  well  a  certain  party  were  un- 
der the  '  curative '  medicine,  and  until  then  he 
persisted  in  giving  them  employment.  He  knew 
Mr.  Rolston  previously  to  be  a  decent  man,  but 
he  must  be  led  astray  by  some  deluding  fancies. 
After  some  discussion  it  was  decided  to  leave  the 
case  over  for  next  meeting,  but  on  Mr.  Rolston 
coming  forward  and  stating  a  pitiful  case  the 
committee  reconsidered  the  decision,  and  he  was 
admitted  a  member." — Sligo  Champion  (N.), 
August  nth,  1906.

The  secretaries  of  the  Drumkeeran  Branch  of 
the  U.I.L.  wrote  to  the  Sligo  Champion  (N.),  of 
August  4th,  1906: — "The  vigilance  committee  is 
making  inquiries  to  know  what  butcher  assisted 
Jeffrey  at  the  killing  of  his  pig.  The  emergency- 
man's  butt  of  butter  is  becoming  stale  on  account 
of  delay  in  procuring  a  carman  to  take  it  to  the 
market.  The  action  of  shopkeepers  who  supply 
provisions  to  the  emergency-man  and  the  grabber 
was  condemned.  The  corcormack  '  sucks  '  are 
still  aiding  the  Greaghnaglough  grabber."

ALLEGED     INTIMIDATION. 

On  Sunday  night  the  people  of  Ballinaglera 
were  alarmed  by  the  presence  of  large  forces  of 
police,  who  traversed  the  district  and  succeeded 
in  arresting  eight  men  on  the  charge  of  intimidat- 
ing and  attempting  to  assault  Martin  and  Philip 
Brady — two  sons  of  the  local  grabber  and  bailiff 
— at  Drumkeeran,  on  the  yth  inst.  The  pri- 
soners— Messrs.  Patrick  Rynn,  president  of  the 
local  branch  of  the  United  Irish  League;  J.  J. 
Flynn,  B.C.;  T.  Gilrane,  J.  Clancy,  F.  McPart- 
lin,  P.  Dolan,  J.  Early,  and  M.  McPartlin,  were 
immediately  conveyed  on  cars  to  Drumkeeran  on 
Monday,  where  a  special  court  was  held  before 
Mr.  W.  F.  H.  Smith,  R.M.  The  depositions  of 
the  Bradys  and  the  police  were  then  taken,  and 
the  prisoners  were  returned  for  trial  to  the  assizes, 
bail  being  accepted.  On  Tuesday  a  large  force 
of  about  fifty  police,  under  D.I.  McClelland,  tried 
to  effect  further  arrests  in  Ballinaglera,  but  were 
unsuccessful. — Leitrim  Observer  (N.),  July  2ist, 
1906. 


A     THREATENING     LETTER. 

The  Connaught  Leader  (N.),  of  July  2ist,  in 
its  "Woodford  Notes,"  states: — "It  is  said  that 
a  carpenter  named  Kelly,  living  at  Shannon  Hill, 
got  a  threatening  letter  last  week,  warning  him 
that  if  he  did  any  more  work  for  the  lads  whose 
cars  are  drawing  wood  for  the  Scotchmen  on  the 
evicted  farm  held  by  the  notorious  Lyons  at 
Looscaun  that  he  would  get  another  '  cart '  to 
make  before  long." 

SHOOTING   OUTRAGE    NEAR    ATHENRY. 

On  Tuesday  night  last,  about  10  o'clock,  two 
shots  were  fired  into  the  dwelling-house  of  Thomas 
Size,  a  small  farmer  residing  on  the  Boyhill  farm. 
The  door  of  the  dwelling-house  was  wide  open  at 
the  time.  The  two  revolver  shots  were  fired  into 
the  house  through  the  open  door,  one  of  the 
bullets  passing  quite  close  to  a  friend  of  Tom 
Size,  who  had  lately  returned  from  America.  He, 
it  appears,  had  been  opening  his  bootlaces  directly 
opposite  the  open  door,  with  his  head  bent  down, 
and  if  by  chance  he  had  raised  his  head  at  the 
crucial  moment  he  would  have  been  shot  dead. 
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A  patrol  of  police,  it  appears,  had  only  left  Size's 
house  a  few  minutes  before,  and  could  not  have 
been  more  than  a  couple  of  hundred  yards  away. 
How  they  did  not  hear  the  shots  is  a  mystery. 
They  continued  their  journey  on  to  Athenry,  and 
met  only  one  man  on  the  way.  No  arrests  have 
been  made.  The  place  is  studded  with  police 
during  the  past  week. — Connaught  Champion  (N.), 
August  4th,  1906. 


SPIKED    IRON    WIRE    IN    MEADOWS. 

The  Connaught  Champion  (N.),  of  August  4th, 
reports  a  scandalous  outrage.  It  says  :  — 

"Duiin*  the  past  few  weeks  the  mowing  of 
meadows  in  the  district  of  Athenry  has  not  been 
the  pleasure  it  used  to  be  in  recent  years. 

"Mr.  Burton  Persse,  J.P-.  who  resides  at  Belle- 
ville, farms  some  200  acres  of  untenanted  land 
quite  close  to  the  town  here,  which  he  uses  for 
grazing  purposes. 

"About  thirty  acres  of  meadow  were  preserved 
this  year,  and  during  the  past  fortnight  several 
attempts  have  been  made  to  cut  this  meadow, 
but  without  avail.  TheJr  are  numerous  spikes 
of  iron  wire  all  over  it,  and  eight  days  with  a 
machine  and  pair  of  horses  have  had  to  be  occu- 
pied in  mowing  a  single  acre.  This,  it  appears, 
proved  too  costly,  and  the  work  has  been  aban- 
doned. 

"  There  is  a  rumour  that  Mr.  Persse  will  claim 
;£ioo  compensation  for  loss  and  damage  through 
being  unable  to  save  this  hay."

From  Burton  W.  Persse,  ^"100  for  a  number  of 
iron  spikes  being  driven  into  his  Boyhill  farm, 
thereby  preventing  the  hay  from  being  cut  and 
saved. 

From  the  Marquis  of  Clanricarde,  £60  for  in- 
jury to  Portland  House  and  out-offices. 

From  Michael  Larkin.  Loughrea,  /go  for  mali- 
cious trespass  and  turning  in  of  about  200  sheep 
and  cattle  on  40  acres  of  meadow. 

From  P.  Finnerty  and  John  Verdon,  ^90  for 
maliciously  throwing  down  20  perches  of  a  double 
stone  wall  at  Gurteen. 
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From  Thomas  Niland,  ^17  for  the  houghing 
of  a  horse,  his  property. 

From  Mrs.  Morgan,  £8  for  malicious  painting 
of  cattle  and  sheep  belonging  to  her. 

The  sergeant  of  the  barrack  for  the  district 
stated  that  the  sheep  were  painted  blue 
(laughter).  "U.I.L. "  was  on  some  of  their 
backs  (laughter).  —  Con  naught  Champion  (N.), 
August  nth,  1906. 


Commenting  on  these  claims  for  malicious 
injury,  the  Western  News  (N.)  of  Ballinasloe, 
for  August  i8th,  1906,  has  some  very  severe 
remarks.  It  says  :  — 

"  A  very  alarming  state  of  affairs  in  the  south 
of  this  county  is  indicated  by  the  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Loughrea 
District  Council.  The  Chairman  of  that  body, 
Mr.  P.  J.  Kelly,  only  the  week  before  protested, 
for  the  information  of  the  County  Council  and 
the  Government,  against  extra  police  in  the 
county,  and  there  are  forthwith  lodged,  for  his 
consideration  and  that  of  his  Council,  claims  for 
malicious  injury  amounting  to  close  on  £1,000  ! 

"  The  next  Quarter  Sessions  for  Loughrea  will, 
we  suppose,  be  held  in  October,  and  by  that 
time,  if  the  claims  for  malice  arise  in  the  same 
proportion  per  month,  this  Council — who 
govern  a  division  of  the  county  so  peaceable  that 
it  needs  no  extra  police — will  have  probably 
claims  to  dispute  amounting  to  between  £2,000 
and  £3,000  !  The  public  men  responsible  for  the 
existence  of  a  spirit  of  that  kind  are  certainly 
dangerous  men. 

"  The  claims  to  which  we  refer  were  read  out 
one  after  another,  and  the  man  who  says  he 
controls  'the  people'  with  a  word,  where 
6OO  police  would  fail,  had  no  word  of  con- 
demnation for  the  cowardly  blackguardism 
of  such  conduct.  It  was,  indeed,  grievous  to 
•ee  about  a  a  ore  of  men  sit  listening  to 
such  a  catalogue  of  crime,  without  uttering 
one  word  of  condemnation— some  of  them 
'Justices  of  the  Peace,'  and  any  of  the  others 
possible  Justices  at  any  time. 

•'-'  We  really  wonder  what  is  the  moral  con- 
dition of  mind  of  such  men  ?  A  claim  is  read  out 
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for  £17  for  houghing  a  horse,  and  a  man  asks 
where  were  the  "  peelers  "  ?  It  would  be  a 
great  deal  more  manly  and  more  decent  to 
recommend  the  shooting  of  the  owner  of  the 
horse  for  his  crime,  whatever  it  was,  than  to 
gloat  in  the  escape  of  the  assassin  of  the  dumb 
brute. 

-'-'  The  question  now  for  the  South  County  is  the 
payment  for  these  outrages.  Honest,  indus- 
trious people,  striving  to  live  as  best  they  can, 
but  yet  in  mortal  terror,  have  got  to  pay  thou- 
sands of  pounds  -for  crimes  they  loathe,  yet 
are  afraid  to  protest  against,  and  afraid  to 
protect  themselves  against  by  hunting:  down 
the  criminals. 

"  Nearly  the  last  '  question  '  asked  in  the 
Session  of  Parliament  just  closed  was  as  to  the 
authorised  statement  of  Judge  Kenny,  that  a 
'  reign  of  terror '  existed,  and  it  was  then 
announced  that  substantial  '  improvement '  had 
taken  place,  and  things  were  '  settling  down  ' 
since  the  Ward  eviction.  Rampant  malice  is 
certainly  a  class  of  '  improvement '  that  is  not 
very  reassuring  to  the  people  subjected  to  it, 
and  when  recently  the  '  wolf  '  was  patted  on  the 
head  and  asked  to  be  '  a  good  boy,'  we  felt  per- 
fectly certain  that  wolves  were  not  tamed  in 
that  way.  Successful  defiance  of  law  is  the 
fruitful  mother  of  crime."

We  have  been  requested  to  publish 
monthly  a  list  of  Irish  magistrates  at- 
tending- meetings  of  the  United  Irish 
League.  This  is  all  the  more  important 
at  a  time  when  the  Government  has  de- 
cided to  largely  increase  their  number. 
To  ordinary  mortals  it  seems  difficult  to 
reconcile  the  support  which  these  magis- 
trates give  to  the  United  Irish  League  (it 
being  an  intimidating,  boycotting,  and 
disloyal  organisation)  with  their  Oaths  of 
Allegiance  to  the  King,  which  they  must 
each  take  before  exercising  the  duties  of 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace.

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Our  first  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Irish 
work  undertaken  by  the  Imperial  Pro- 
testant Federation,  at  the  request  of  an 
influential  body  of  Irish  noblemen  and 
gentlemen,  has  been  most  liberally  re- 
sponded to.  The  need  for  initiating  such 
a  work  has  been  recognised,  not  only  by 
those  whose  names  head  this  appeal,  but 
also  by  leading-  statesmen,  judges,  and 
politicians  of  the  highest  rank,  from 
whom  letters  of  appreciation  and  warmest 
thanks  have  been  received. 

It  is  important  that  the  supporters  of 
the  work  should  bear  in  mind  that  it  is 
not  confined  to  the  publication  monthly 
of  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND,  however 
important  that  may  be.  Several  me- 
morials have  been  presented  to  the 
Government  bearing  on  current  Irish 
events,  and  calling  attention  to  serious 
grievances  which  stood  in  need  of  imme- 
diate attention.  These  memorials,  to- 
gether with  the  official  replies,  have  been 
published  in  hundreds  of  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers  throughout  the  United  King- 
dom, and  also  in  a  large  number  of 
Colonial  papers.  In  this  way  facts  of 
vast  importance  to  the  welfare  of  Ireland 
have  been  brought  before  the  whole 
British  Empire,  which  would  otherwise 
have  remained  unknown. 

For  the  General  Election  of  1906  a 
special  collection  of  Tracts  bearing  on 
the  Home  Rule  question  were  specially 
compiled,  and  circulated  in  various  con- 
stituencies by  tens  of  thousands.  In  this 
way  the  working  men  have  been  reached 
and  influenced  in  the  interests  of  religious 
freedom  and  loyalty  in  Ireland.  None  of 
the  statements  contained  in  these  Tracts 
have  been  refuted.  They  have  also  been 
widely  circulated  in  Australia,  New  Zea- 
land, and  Canada,  where  they  have  been 
greatly  appreciated.  The  subject  of  Home 
Rule  was  also  prominently  referred  to  in 
a  Manifesto  issued  to  the  Electors  by  the 
Imperial  Protestant  Federation.  While 
the  Nationalists  are  widely  disseminating 
their  views  of  the  Irish  question  in  our 
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Colonies,  it  will  at  once  be  realised  how 
important  it  is  that  right  views  of  the 
situation  shall  also  be  circulated.  In  this 
direction  the  Federation  has  exceptional— 
and,  in  fact,  unique — opportunities  of 
serving  the  Loyalists  and  Protestants  of 
Ireland,  since  it  is  in  constant  communica- 
tion with  leading  Protestants  throughout 
the  British  Empire. 

Another  work  undertaken  has  been  that 
of  communicating  with  Members  of  Par- 
liament, with  a  view  to  bringing  agrarian 
outrages,  intimidatory  notices,  speeches, 
and  meetings,  before  the  Government,  by 
way  of  questions  in  Parliament,  which, 
with  their  answers,  have  at  once  been 
published  in  daily  papers  in  England, 
Ireland  and  Scotland.  In  this  way  impor- 
tant and  valuable  assistance  is  given  to- 
wards creating  a  just  public  opinion  on 
the  Irish  question.  These  questions  have 
been  addressed  impartially  to  both  the 
Unionist  and  Liberal  Governments. 

But  the  chief  work  undertaken  has 
been  the  production  and  circulation, 
month  by  month,  of  GRIEVANCES  FROM 
IRELAND.  This  monthly  magazine  had 
no  sooner  made  its  appearance  than  it 
was  at  once  hailed  as  supplying  a  sorely 
felt  want.  For  the  first  time,  by  its 
means,  the  rulers  of  our  country,  prom- 
inent statesmen,  and  editors  of  daily  and 
weekly  papers  were  made  adequately  ,  ac- 
quainted with  the  very  dangerous  work 
going  on  in  Ireland,  and  with  the  fearful 
persecutions  and  injustices  the  Loyalists 
and  Protestants  are  suffering,  especially 
in  the  West  and  South,  at  the  hands  of 
the  Nationalists.  It  is  true  that  others 
have  engaged  in  this  work  on  a  much 
smaller  scale;  but  never  before  was 
it  undertaken  on  so  wide  a  scale.  The 
sufferings  and  persecutions,  as  we  have 
proved  again  and  again,  are  not  confined 
to  Protestants.  No  Roman  Catholic 
farmer  or  labourer,  or  even  professional 
man,  who  will  not  bow  the  knee  to  the 
cruel  tyranny  of  the  United  Irish  League, 
can  expect  to  escape  for  any  lengthy 
tune  from  its  dire  vengeance.  Our  ob-

ject  is  that  these  men,  together  with  their 
Protestant  fellow-countrymen,  shall  be 
protected  in  their  lawful  rights  and  occu- 
pations by  the  Government,  and  not  left 
to  the  cruel  mercies  of  their  disloyal 
enemies.  Is  not  this  a  necessary  work, 
worthy  of  the  financial  support  of  every 
loyal  subject  of  King-  Edward  VII.,  and 
every  friend  of  civil  and  religious  liberty? 
GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND  has  been 
most  favourably  reviewed  by  the  Loyalist 
Press.  The  Irish  correspondent  of  the 
Record  wrote  to  that  paper :  — 

The  Imperial  Protestant  Federation  is  doing  a 
distinct  service  for  the  cause  of  Protestantism  in 
Ireland.

We  also  send  it 
gratuitously  to  the  leaders  of  various 
Protestant  societies  and  leading  gentle- 
men in  New  South  Wales,  Victoria, 
South  Australia,  Queensland,  Tasmania, 
New  Zealand,  Straits  Settlements,  India, 
Bnrma,  Ceylon,  Malta,  Gibraltar,  Chan- 
nel Islands,  Ontario1,  Quebec,  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  British  Columbia,  North  West 
Territories,  Jamaica,  Barbados,  Cape 
Colony,  Natal,  Orange  River  Colony, 
Transvaal,  and  Sierra  Leone;  so  that, 
with  some  exceptions,  wherever  loyal 
Irishmen  are  found  GRIEVANCES  also  may 
be  found.  These  copies  are  not  circulated 
indiscriminately,  but  on  the  advice  of 
trustworthy  residents  in  each  locality. 
From  every  quarter  letters  of  warmest 
thanks  have  been  received,  showing  that 
wherever  it  goes  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRE- 
LAND is  appreciated,  and  has  a  distinct 
mission  in  supplying  reliable  information 
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on  Irish  affairs  to  our  rulers,  leading 
statesmen,  and  politicians,  wherever  the 
reign  of  Edward  VII.  extends.  Never 
before  in  the  history  of  Ireland  has  her 
case  against  Home  Rule  been  made  so 
widely  known  in  every  part  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's dominions.

Events  are  con- 
stantly happening-  in  Ireland  of  the  most 
startling,  shocking,  and  outrageous 
character,  which  need  to  be  made  known 
to  our  rulers,  who,  in  the  lo-ng  run,  can- 
not but  be  impressed  seriously  by  the 
facts  revealed,  nearly  all  based  on  the 
authority  of  Nationalist  papers.  The 
Government  has  just  decided  that,  to 
please  the  Nationalists,  they  will  no 
longer  issue  the  official  list  of  Agrarian 
Outrages  in  Ireland.  This  suppression 
of  the  truth  is  exactly  what  the  Nation- 
alists want.  They  are  most  anxious  that 
the  dark  deeds  of  the  United  Irish  League 
in  Ireland  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  remain 
unknown  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Be 
it  ours  to  remove  the  mask,  and  by  means 
of  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND  tell  the 
rulers  of  the  nation,  month  by  month, 
the  story  of  United  Irish  League  dis- 
loyalty, intimidation,  boycotting,  and 
general  tyranny  over  innocent  men, 
women,  and  children,  wholly  unable  to 
defend  themselves.
